The caſe then to me, appears brief- 
ly to be this. 


By leaving that part of public wor- 


ſhip, which we are now ſpeaking of, 
entirely to the care and performance 
of the miniſter, tis to be feared our 


people are too apt to look upon it as 


nis buſineſs, and not to conſider it, at 


leaſt not ſo much as they ought, as 


that unreſerved openneſs and freedom,

a duty in which they themſelves are 
equally concerned. Nothing is more 
common when our people are making 
their obſervations upon their miniſters, 
than to hear them ſay, I have 
© heard ſuch an one, and he prayed 
« but very indifferently ; or ſuch an one 
« and he prayed admirably well ;” 
but were you to aſk theſe very per- 
ſons, how they. themſelves had prayed 
at the ſame time, they would pro- 
bably be ſurpriz d at the queſtion ; or 
at leaſt give but a very indifferent ac- 
count of the matter. 


And this perhaps is an unavoidable 
inconveniency, which will always take 
place, where ſocial prayer is not con- 
ducted by ſome public form. It muſt 
be difficult, if we will ſpeak honeſtly, 


to have the mind fixed upon the grand 


object of worſhip ; and to preſerve in 
any intenſe and equal degree, thoſe ſen- 
timents of reverence, humility and ado- 
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ration; that total bent and direction of 
the ſoul towards Deity, ſo very de- 


firable, nay, ſo neceſſary in all acts of 
real communion with him: this, I ſay, 


muſt be acknowledged difficult, whilſt 


the ideas and affections of the worſhip-· 
er, ſo very much depend upon ano- 
ther's management: and the hearer's 


attention wholly hangs upon the lips 


of the ſpeaker. But what if the latter 
is conſidered, which I fear is often the 
caſe, as exerciſing only a perſonal gift; 
and his performance looked upon as a 


trial of ſkill, or a teft of orthodoxy ? 


what ! if ſomething diſagreeable in his 


voice; or. manner ; or from ſome acci- 


dental heſitation and loſs for thought 


or utterance, his hearers are diſguſted, 


or in pain for him? what! if from 
ſome harſh or unguarded expreſſion, 


ſome particular act of confeſſion or 
prayer, in which they cannot heartily 
join, and which they could not poſſi- 
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ly be aware of, they are all at once 
diſconcerted? nay, let me add, what! 


if they are entirely delighted with eve- 
ry part of his ſervice, and his words 


drop ſweeter than honey or the honey- 


comb; may they not probably, even 
in this caſe, be as far from filling up 


their part of the duty, as in any of 
the former ? yes, it is eaſy enough to 
conceive that they may be perfectly 
charmed with his performance, and 
ſtruck with admiration at the variety 
and turn of thought, the propriety of 
expreſſion, the copiouſneſs of language, 
the eaſe and decency of addreſs, and 
yet. they' themſelves may all the while 
do nothing leſs than pray. 


Theſe diſadvantages attending the 


method in which public prayer is 


conducted in our congregations, I have 
briefly mentioned, ſo far only as they 


concern the people: nor, with reſpect 


to the miniſter himſelf, will they, in 


my

my apprehenſion, be found leis confi- 
derable. Suppoſe him learned, modeſt, 
ingenuous ; ſenſible of the greatneſs and 
dignity of the ſervice, committed to his 
care; himſelf a lover of elegance and 

propriety ; and conſequently afraid and 
aſhamed to ſpeak any thing as the 
mouth of the people, which might ap- 
pear low, unmeaning, and unworthy his 
character as a ſcholar, or a leader of 
public devotion. Muſt not even theſe ve- 
ry qualities, in themſelves ſo lovely, 
prove oftentimes a hindrance to his right 
performance of this duty; ſo far I mean 
as it relates to his own religious ſenti- 
ments and temper ? Muſt not the con- 
cern he will be under to conduct this 
part of the public ſervice, in a be- 
coming and reputable manner, frequent- 
ly make it a work rather of the head 
than of the heart? Muſt not his care 
for proper thoughts and language, even 
- when he is actually engaged in this 
duty, oftentimes fetter his mind, and 
| confine

confine it to things below ? An untime- 
ly conception half formed ; an unſuit- 
able phraſe almoſt uttered ; or an actual 


flip and impropriety in point of ſenti- 


ment or. expreſſion, to others perhaps 
unnoticed, but felt by himſelf; may not 
this ſometimes raiſe in him a conſcious 
bluſh; and fill him with ſuch inward 
confuſion, as muſt greatly diſcompoſe his 
mind, and throw it very much off that 
ſettled devout frame, which it ought 


to be in, when converſing with the 


Almighty ? 


This, I believe, every man, at one 
time or other, nay perhaps oftentimes, 
muſt have found, who hath any ſen- 


ſibility for himſelf, or any reſpe& for 


bis auditors. For my own part, I will 


frankly confeſs, this hath oftentimes 


been my own caſe; efpecially, when 
I have occaſionally preached to a ftrange 
congregation ; or where there have been 
many perſons of reputed good ſenſe 
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and diſcernment ; an ill-tim'd reſpe& 


for men hath diſturbed my devotions 


towards God; a concern to pleaſe or 


affect them hath made me negle& a 
much greater concern ; I ſpoke in the 
language of prayer for others, but for- 
got alas! to pray myſelf. Pudet bert 
opprobria nobis. 


But 3 a man, by long habit, 


and a rich furniture of natural and ac- 
quired abilities, to be ever ſo well quali- 
fied for diſcharging this part of public 
worſhip; yet after all, muſt he not 
now and then find, that bodily diſor- 
ders or worldly cares do greatly 
cloud and diſturb the mind; very much 
interrupt the freedom and eaſe with 
which he uſed to carry on this exer- 
ciſe; and render his whole perform- 
ance of it dead and formal? a circum- 
ſtance, very uneaſy and painful to every 


one

living and a reaſonable ſervice 5. 


To remove theſe difficulties, and to 
remedy thoſe inconveniencies, ſo far 
as they concerned myſelf ; I reſolved 
to collect, and to endeavour to intro- 
duce into my own congregation, ſuch 
forms of public prayer as chriſtians, 
of any denomination might bear a

$ Here it may poſſibly be ſaid, “ granting 
« the abovementioned objections againſt our me- 
« thod of extemporary prayer to be juſt, yet will 
« public ſtated forms always ſecure a right 
« temper and good affections in the worſhip- 
* per?” I do not by any means ſuppoſe that they 
will. It is not in the power of any outward 
ſcheme or mode of worſhip to do this. All 
that I would ſuggeſt, is, that the latter method 
hath by far the advantage, and very ſufficiently 
deſerves the preference, if it is free from theſe 
material inconveniencies, to which the former ſeems 
to be ſo ſubject. The one can be no hindrance 
to a ſettled, devout and praying frame of mind;

part in containing nothing that ſavour- 
ed of any party, nething that was pe- 
culiar to any ſect, nothing, in a word, 
but what all perſons, who meet. toge- 
ther for the great purpoſes of religious 


worſhip, and godly edification, might 
honeſtly join in. 


I ſhall not at this time trouble you 
with all the reafons, which, with re- 
ſpect to my congregation, have prevent- 
ed the execution of this defign; and 
ſhall only obſerve, that although ſome 
of the moſt ſenfible of them would 
very willingly have fallen into the 
ſcheme ; yet upon further conſideration, 
there was ſufficient occaſion to believe, 
that the generality, who, you know, 
take up their religion and way of wor- 
ſhip merely from cuſtom, would be 
greatly ſcandalized at the attempt, and 
tranſported into all thoſe paſſionate re- 
ſentments, which bigotry enraged, and 
zeal inflamed and hardened by igno- 


rance,

rance, are apt to inſpire in defence of 


old uſages, againſt every appearance of 
encroachment and innovation. 


So that whenever I thought of put- 
ting my deſign into practice, I could 
not forbear imagining to myſelf, (if we 
may compare great things with ſmall) 


the confuſions which we are told hap- 


pened at Edinburgh, when a public 
liturgy was firft attempted to be in- 
troduced there ; the people, at the read- 
ing of the ſervice, immediately crying 
out, a Pope ! ANnTi1cuRIsT I and honeſt 
Fennet Geddes flinging her ſtool at the 
miniſter's head; with an out thou falſe 
thief, dojt thou ſay the maſs at my lug? 


But ſeriouſly ; tho my circumſtances 
are ſuch as oblige me, in prudence, to 
decline the above mentioned ſcheme ; 
yet I cannot forbear wiſhing, that ſome 
other miniſter, whoſe ſituation may be 
more favourable to ſuch a deſign, and 
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who may poſſibly be ſupported by a 
ſufficient number of conſiderate and ſen- 
fible people, would at length make an 
attempt of this nature, and endeavour 
to introduce a practice, which, whate- 
ver may be ſaid as to the G1FT of pray- 
er, would, in my opinion, greatly pro- 
mote the GRACE and $PIRIT of it; would 
tend to ſupport the diſſenting intereſt 
with reputation ; and take off not on- 
ly the moſt popular, but perhaps the 
moſt reaſonable objections that are raiſ- 
ed. againſt our way of worſhip. Indeed, 
I have often wondered, that our firſt 
Diſſenters, who, at leaſt the moſt emi- 
nent of them, ſeem to have been no 
enemies to a public liturgy, did not 
upon their ſeparation ſet out upon this 
footing, and admit the uſe of a ſcrip- 
tural and catholick form of common 
prayer: had they done ſo, I doubt not 
but. by this time a general comprehen- 
fion muſt either have taken place ; or 
elſe the Diſſenters in this kingdom 


would

would have been a much more com- 


pact, and reſpectable body, than they 
are at preſent. 


I would not be thought to recom- 


mend ſuch a practice, as it might be 


ſerviceable to us, merely as a party ; 
for you and I are of no party in -re- 
ligion ; otherwiſe I might ſay, that the 
known inclinations of many in the e- 
ſtabliſhed church, for reforming their 
liturgy, might furniſh no improper oc- 
caſion for making the attempt I am 
ſpeaking of. Might not many ſerious 
and ſenfible people, who think there 
are very juſt exceptions againſt many 
parts of their public ſervice, and who 
find fo little diſpoſition in their gover- 
nors, to make any alterations however 
reaſonable ; might they not very gladly 
come over to us, if they could once 
ſee us making uſe of a liturgy, in which 
they could join with greater fatisfa&tion ? 
* 'till then, they are ſhy of our 
aſſemblies;

afſemblies ; and chuſe, and that perhaps 
very juſtly, to adhere to ſome public form 
tho' at the ſame time they know that it is 
far from being ſo perfect as they could 
wiſh. Nay, might I not add, that ſuch 
a ſtep taken amongſt us, would very poſſi- 
bly have ſtill further effects: it might ſoft- 
en old prejudices, which have been too 
much heightened on all ſides ; it might 
convince thoſe, who want to be convin- 
ced, that we are not ſuch ſtiff, obſti- 
nate and wayward -mortals as they took 
us for; no enemies to a common pray- 


r ; but could gladly join in a leſs ex- 


ceptionable, and more charitable litur- 


gy; it might make way for mutual 
compliances, and a better temper; and 
help forward, by degrees, a reform in 
the ſervice of the — 5 church; an 
event, which, to all who confine not 
their religion to a ſect, muſt be highly 
defireable.

As to the form. which I here ſend 
you; which for reaſons above declar- 
ed, I put together for my own uſe; 
and according to which I could wil- 
lingly have conducted my. part of the 
public worſhip ; you will obſerve, that 
I have taken particular care to ſelect, 
what to me appeared, the beſt parts of 
the eſtabliſhed liturgy. And this I was 
inclin'd to do, not only as it was pay- 
ing a decent reſpe& to what. had long 
had the ſanction of the public; not 
only as in ſo critical an affair, it would 
carry a becoming appearance of diffi- 
dence and modeſty, and ſecure me from 
the charge of too great vanity and pre- 
ſumption; but likewiſe on account of 
the real goodneſs of the offices them- 


ſelves; as I cannot think any thing * 
be formed fitter for common uſe, than 


many of the collects; or that any o- 
thers could well be ſubſtituted in their 
room, which, in point of ſentiment and 
language,

language, would be fo plain, ſo ſigni- 
ficant, ſo full and flowing. 


You will wonder perhaps, why I 
ſhould retain ſo many of the reſponſes ; 
nay, even put in ſeveral additional new 
ones; whilſt the uſe of any ſuch thing is 
ſo perfectly ſtrange and unheard of in our 
congregations ; but be pleaſed to remem- 
ber, what I before obſerved, that in my 
opinion, our public prayers are- entirely 
too- much left to the performance of 
the miniſter ; and that the people, by 


all means, ought to have a ſhare there- 
in. The uſe of reſponſes then, is ve- 


ry well fitted to anſwer this purpoſe : 
it gives the people a greater concern, 
and in a manner more nearly intereſts 
them, in this part of public worſhip; 


it keeps them attentive and awake, by 
finding them ſomething to do; helps 


them to conſider, what they are about; 


and, if pertinently applied, has a ten- 


dency to raiſe, and ſettle in their minds, 
ſuch 
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fuch ſentiments and reflections as are 
ſuited to the. particular ſervice in which 
they are engaged; nor can I help think- 
ing, but that the total negle& of this 
cuſtom amongſt us, is one very great 
defect in our method of public wor- 
ſhip. ' 


I have likewiſe adopted the uſe of 
ſome other things, which are ſeldom, or 
never heard of in our afſemblies ; the 
propriety of which, however, I believe 
you will be ready to allow, when, from 
the great neglect of family inſtruction, 
and the growing ignorance too viſible 
among the generality of our people, 
there may be ſome reaſon to fear, that 
in a little while, if this is not the caſe 
already, there will be many among them 
unacquainted with thoſe obſolete things, 
called the CREED, and the Ten Com- 
MANDMENTS |
